AN ACT Relating to nodifying the public notification requirenments
for wastewater discharge permts; and anmendi ng RCW 90. 48. 170.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW90.48.170 and 1994 c 264 s 91 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Applications for permts shall be made on forns prescribed by
t he departnment and shall contain the name and address of the applicant,
a description of the applicant's operations, the quantity and type of
waste material sought to be disposed of, the proposed nethod of
di sposal, and any other relevant information deenmed necessary by the
departnent. Application for permts shall be nade at |east sixty days
prior to comencenent of any proposed discharge or permt expiration
date, whichever is applicable.

(2) Upon receipt of a proper application relating to a new
operation, or an operation previously wunder permt for which an
increase in volume of wastes or change in character of effluent is
requested over that previously authorized, the departnment shal
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provide public notice thereof. Upon receipt by the departnent of an
application, it shall imediately send notice thereof containing

pertinent infornmation to appropriate state agencies. The depart nent
shall also provide public notice of and an opportunity for public
coment on proposed or draft permts or permt denials.

(3)(a) The departnent shall provide public notice in a nanner
reasonably calculated to give actual notice to the persons potentially
affected by the proposed discharge and the departnent's actions wth
respect to the proposed discharge. Met hods of providing notice may
include electronic nmail, posting on the departnent's internet site
publication in newspapers, press releases, namilings, and other
information nedia the departnent nay determne isS appropriate. When
the departnent determines that publication in a newspaper of genera
circulation within the county in which the disposal of waste material
IS proposed to be nmade is the nost appropriate neans of providing
public notice, the departnent shall include notification in the
newspaper.

(b) The departnent shall maintain a list of persons interested in
departnental actions on waste disposal permts and shall provide notice
to all persons on the list. Notice nay be by electronic distribution
or by reqular mail.

(c) If the departnent provides notice in a nanner specified in (a)
of this subsection other than by posting on the departnent's internet

site, the departnent shall, to the extent practical, post permt¢t
applications and pernit facts on the departnent's internet site.
(4) Public notice shall include a statenent that any person

desiring to present his or her views to the departnment with regard to
((satd)) the application may do so in witing to the departnent, or any
person interested in the departnent's action on an application for a
permt, may submt his or her views or notify the departnent of his or
her interest within thirty days of the |ast date of publication of
noti ce. Such notification or subm ssion of views to the departnent
shall entitle said persons to a copy of the action taken on the

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(5) Wen an application conplying with the provisions of this
chapter and the rules and regul ati ons of the departnment has been filed

wth the departnent, it shall be its duty to investigate the
application, and determ ne whether the use of public waters for waste
di sposal as proposed will pollute the sane in violation of the public

policy of the state.
